was financed almost ent irely on p ublic 
subscrip tion. 
Here comes in the 
q uestion as to w hethe r or not the

p urely 
business p rop osition: if the re were a 
high eiass of e nt e r ta i nm e nt s offered, 
a liberal p atronage would be insured, 
excep t p ossibly a t lirst and until the 
novelty wore off. 
In this connection 
the writer would lik e to enum e ra te a 
few exp eriences gained when “ writing 
up ” t he cities of Quincy, Galesburg, 
Danville and Decatur.

houses may be p aying in those cities 
a t t he p resent t ime. 
Probably they

few years:
